COMPENSATION OF GENERAL ASSEMBLY
(Second time passed)

A JOINT RESOLUTION proposing an amendment to the Constitution of the State of

Towa relating to compensation for members of the General Assembly.

Be It Resolved by the General Assembly of the State of Iowa:
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SEcTION 1. The following amendment to the Constltutlon of the
State of Towa is hereby proposed:

Section twenty-five (25) of Article three (ITI) of the Constitution
of the State of Iowa is hereby repealed and the following adopted in
lieu thereof:

“Section 25. Each member of the General Assembly shall receive
stich compensation and allowances for expenses as shall be fixed by
law but no General Assembly shall have the power to increase compen-
sation and allowances effective prior to the convening of the next
General Assembly following the session in which any increase is
adopted.”

SEC. 2. The foregoing proposed amendment, having been adopted
and agreed to by the Sixty-first (61st) General Assembly, thereafter
duly published, and now adopted and agreed to by the Sixty-second
(62nd) General Assembly in this Joint Resolution, shall be submitted
to the people of the State of ITowa at the general election in November
of the year nineteen hundred sixty-eight (1968) in the manner re-
quired by the Constitution of the State of Iowa and the laws of the
State of lowa,

CHAPTER 467
SINGLE MEMBER LEGISLATIVE DISTRICTS
(First time passed)

A JOINT RESOLUTION proposing an amendment to the Constitution of the State of

Iowa to require that members of the General Assembly be elected from single
member legislative districts.

Be It Resolved by the General Assembly of the State of Iowa:
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SECTION 1. The following amendment to the Constitution of the
State of Iowa is hereby proposed:

Article three (III) of the Constitution of the State of Iowa is here-
by amended by adding thereto the following new section:

“Section 39. In establishing senatorial and representative dis-
triets, the state shall be divided into as many senatorial districts as
there are members of the senate and into as many representative dis-
tricts as there are members of the house of representatives. One (1)
senator shall be elected from each senatorial district and one (1)
representative shall be elected from each representative district.”
